ment occuring while he was 
serving as president and 
general manager of the com: 
pany’s subsidiary utility 
companies in Colorado, Wy- 
oming and New Mexico. His 
work began with two years 
in New York City, but the 
balance of the time was in 
the three western states that 
Mr. Aiexander loves’ and 
knows ‘so well, 


Elected To High Posts 


The subsidiary companies 
in his charge included elec- 
tric, gas, water and street 
railway (streetcar) compa- 
nies.

A Small Town 
... And Its Assets 


The writer of this column will be a sad individual 
when the day arrives that Upland can no longer be 
classified as a “small town.” We are not sure that the 
time isn’t already here because the number of people 
we do not know when they pass on the street is dis- 
tressingly large. There was a time when we knew just 
about every person in this area. 


Far be it from us to want to stop the wheels of pro- 
gress, but we are just naturally a nostalgic sort of fel- 
low who can’t forget—and doesn’t want to forget—the 
small-town people of yesterday. They had a dignity of 
simplicity that was both wholesome and refreshing. 


In spite of its population growth, Upland is still a 
“small town.” The difference is that small towns today 
just aren‘t as small as they used to be. 


Almost weekly some tourist or business visitor from 
a metropolitan community is generous enough to tell 
us that Upland appears to be a fine town, but usually 
we suspect that what these city dwellers really think 
is that, by comparison with others they have seen, this 
is a pretty good “hick”” town. We don't get mad at 
them—we just feel sorry for them. 


We think the percentage of so-called hicks is just 
as high on Broadway as it is on Main street, and the 
small towns of the country require no defense from us. 


But sometimes we like to remind our visitors that 
Bethlehem, Oberammergau and Emporia, Kansas, are 
small towns that have produced great things and are 
known everywhere for their product. 


It is not the number of people in a community that 
determines its worth. It is not the bigger city, but the 
better city, that should be our goal. 


If the big city offers larger opportunities in the 
way of culture or income, the smaller towns holds out 
inducements in the way of simplicity, neighborliness, 
and life at a slower tempo. Debates regarding the mer- 
its of one or the other are stupid. Every community has 
its appeal for people with a certain temperment dnd 
all will tend to gravitate, naturally, to the place where 
they find the most happiness. 6 


The particular quality of meanness or ignorance 
known as “small town stuff” is as likely to be found 
where a million people live as where a few hundred 
make their homes. 


We have often been reminded that big cities may 
be the finest places to live in, but they are mighty 
lonesome places to die in. In a great city the other day 
a hearse was followed by a lone small car in which 
sat a man, the driver. and three small children. 


Through the crowded streets the small cortege 
wended its way. .Cars of all descriptions whizzed by it, 
filled with laughing, happy, troubled or careworn men 
and women, and few of them even glimpsed the trag- 
edy of the hearse and its followers. A father and three 
small children going to bury the mother, and going 
alone. 


Such a thing just couldn't happen in Upland or in 
any of the thousands of other friendly rural communi- 
ties of this great land of ours. 


In the American small town, no matter how poor 
or lowly you may be, some kindly souls will always 
follow you to the grave and some tender hearts will 
weep with those who love you. These small town folk 
may be prying and curious and ignorant, but when 
trouble comes they are always ready to help. Perhaps 
they are what some city dwellers like to call small- 
souled individuals, but what does it matter so long as 
they have such big hearts. 


It is indeed regrettable that this mother who went 
to her grave in the big city the other day, followed only 
by her broken man and those sobbing children, might 
not have been privileged to die in the small town where 
this is written or in one of the other small towns just like 
it that stretch across the far reaches of the land. 


Professional humorists have found inspiration in 
the so-called hick town. Many of the quips begin some- 
thing like this: 


“A hick town is a place where—.” 


A hick town, say the users of this convenient for- 
mula, is a place where a backfire is never mistaken for 
a pistol shot; where bedtime is orthodox: where wood- 
peckers eat up the depot; where central can tell you 
whether it was a boy or a girl; where the neighbors 
will supply you with a conscience if you lack one; 
where a bachelor of 35 needs a bodyguard: where fine 


cut tobacco is no handicap socially, and so on and so 
on. 


With no intention of becoming terribly heavy over 
the matter, we want to add that a hick town is a place. 
where 26 of our Presidents were born and where seven 
out of ten of the immortals in New York‘s national hall 
of fame originated. A hick town that didn’t have a 
name produced Lincoln. Hick towns gave us most of 
our past literary figures and practically all of those now 
living. 

We would like to suggest that a hick town is a
